Police called to deal with 
‘offensive knitted monkey’

A GRANDMOTHER received a visit 
from police after a woollen monkey 
hanging in her living room window 
had apparently caused offence to a 
passer-by. 

Anne Feast, 70, knitted ‘Cilia the 
Gorilla’ last year and the toy ape has 
been hanging in the window at her 
home in Bell Holt, Ely, alongside 
numerous other characters she has 
created, ever since. 

But mother and grandmother-of- 
two Anne, who has lived in her home 
with her husband, Philip, 71, for 
around 14 years, has been asked by 
police to remove the gorilla after it 
was reported by a passer-by. 

The couple don’t know exactly why 
Cilia caused offence, but they sus¬ 
pect it is either the fact the monkey is 
black or the way that the toy hangs in 
the window. 

Either way, they have refused to 
remove Cilia and Philip has now 
written a notice which they have put 
up in the window. 

Anne, who has lived in the Ely area 
all her life, said: “We’re disgusted by 
what’s happened. I didn’t think any¬ 
one could be so sad. 

“I saw the pattern for Cilia last year 
so decided I wanted to knit her. She’s 
been hanging in the living room 
window for over a year. 

“I change her position every couple 
of days - sometimes I hang her from 
her arms, sometimes by her legs and 
other times I even have her head 


peeping out the window. 

“The kiddies who pass by the win¬ 
dow love it and all the neighbours 
comment - we’ve only ever received 
positive comments about Cilia. 

“Then one evening two police 
officers - a man and a woman - 
knocked on the door at around 
7.30pm. 


“They told me that they needed to 
speak to me about the ‘black body’ 
hanging in my window. 

“I said: ‘Pardon? Do you mean the 
baby gorilla?’, to which they replied 
‘Ah that’s what it is, is it?’ 

“They said the gorilla had offended 
a passer by and that I needed to take 
it down.” 


Anne said: “I told them there was 
no way I was taking it down and to 
be honest I basically closed the door 
in their face. I was so shocked. 

“I wish I’d asked them what the 
person had found offensive but I was 
too angry. 

“The police haven’t been back 
since and everyone I’ve told can’t 


believe it. I can’t believe someone 
would be so sad as to take offence to 
a woollen toy, let alone reporting it 
to police and wasting officers’ time. 

“I’m sure the police have more 
important things to worry about.” 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
says it has no record of the officers’ 
visit.

Helen meets 
her lifesavers 


AROUND 18 months ago it 
was touch and go whether 
52-year-old Helen 

McMenamin-Smith would 
survive. 

In May last year, Helen, 
from Burwell, suffered exten¬ 
sive injuries when she was 
involved in a horrific acci¬ 
dent involving a motorcycle. 

The collision happened in 
Branch Bank, Prickwillow, 
on May 25 and tragically, the 
motorcyclist, Christie-Joe 
Couzens, 22, of Parsons 
Lane, Littleport, died at the 
scene. 

But thanks to brave pas¬ 
sers-by, Helen was kept alive 
until emergency services 
arrived to treat her, and last 
Thursday, she got to meet 
those lifesavers for the first 
time. 

Helen, who lives with her 
husband, John, and daughter 
Alyx, 17, in Silver Street, said: 
“I feel tremendously lucky to 
be alive and it was over¬ 
whelming to meet the people 
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who saved my life. 

“That is exactly what they 
did; their instinct kicked in 
and they cared for me until 
the Magpas team and the 
other emergency services 
arrived. Without them, I 
know I wouldn’t be here 
today.” 

Helen was driving her white 
Volkswagen estate on her 
way home after meeting 
friends when the accident 
happened. The motorcycle 
landed on the roof of her car 
and then burst into flames. 

The car roof subsequently 
caved in and crumpled on 
top of Helen’s head. Then the 
car flipped over onto the 
opposite side of the road. 

Helen was trapped and was 
suffering from life-threaten¬ 
ing skull fractures, as well as 
severe brain, spine and eye 
injuries. 

But thanks to the extraordi¬ 


nary courage and quick¬ 
thinking of three passers-by 
- Alan Chapman, from 
Littleport, and local couple 
Chris and Nikki Pearson, 
who are both RAF Flight 
Lieutenants and were on 
their way to a local pub - 
Helen survived. 

They pulled her from the 
smoking car with seconds to 
spare, carried her to the 
other side of the road and 
held her in the correct man¬ 
ner to stop her from choking 
on her own blood. 

They kept her neck straight 
and kept her warm until 
Magpas and the other emer¬ 
gency services arrived. 

Antonia Brickell, head of 
communications at Magpas, 
who helped to organise the 
reunion, said: “If it not been 
for those who came to her 
aid, Helen would not have 
survived the terrible injuries 
she endured that day.”

Muslims’ plans 
set for refusal 


CONTENTIOUS plans to cre¬ 
ate a Muslim community and 
prayer centre on a business 
park near Ely were set to be 
refused this week. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee was being recommended 
to reject Ely Muslims’ propos¬ 
als to take over part of the 
former Aquarius Furniture 
warehouse on the Chettisham 
Business Park when it met yes¬ 
terday. 

It was in May that the group 
submitted revised proposals 
to turn a 280 square-metre 
area inside the warehouse 
into a meeting point for local 
Muslim families. 

But despite amendments, 
the scheme still proved to be 
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controversial, particularly 
among companies on the 
business park who were wor¬ 
ried about pedestrian safety 
and access. 

Sue Wheatley, the planning 
officer dealing with the appli¬ 
cation, was recommending 
that the proposals were 
refused. 

She said that the application 
includes “insufficient parking 
for the proposed use” and “an 
access road which has an 
inadequate width, lack of 
passing places and defined 
routes for pedestrians”. 

She added that the appli¬ 


cants had submitted “no 
details to demonstrate that 
the entrance gate will remain 
open during the hours of the 
proposed use” and that “this 
would be likely to encourage 
inappropriate parking within 
the public highway and would 
thus be harmful to highway 
safety.” 

Shair Choudhury, chairman 
of the Ely Muslims, said: “It is 
acknowledged that the pro¬ 
posed community centre will 
be located within a busy busi¬ 
ness park, however it may be 
argued that this situation is no 
different to any other location 
where motor traffic is pre¬ 
sent.”

Case is committed to crown court 


A SOHAM man accused of 
possessing more than 250,000 
indecent images of children 
has had his case committed to 
crown court. 

Jonathan Gibbs, 53, of 
Paddock Street, faces eight 
charges in total; six charges of 
making indecent photographs 
of children and two charges of 
possessing indecent photo¬ 


graphs of children. 

The charges date back to on 
or before November 20 last 
year and relate to 282,065 
alleged images and movies in 
total. The alleged images 
range from Level One through 
to Level Five of the Copine 
Scale - Level Five being the 
most serious. 

Gibbs was due to attend 


Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on October 8 but did not 
attend, and as a result a war¬ 
rant was issued for his arrest. 

He then re-appeared before 
the bench on October 21. 
Gibbs was committed to 
Cambridge Crown Court, with 
the date of the hearing yet to 
be fixed, and was granted bail, 
subject to conditions.

Awful legacy for future 

RE Ely North ‘Development’. It was very 
distressing to read about yet another block of 
planned urban sprawl in an agricultural area 
with an already overstretched infrastructure, 
not to mention the loss of food production, 
wildlife and permanent damage to the 
environment. And at a time when the 
Government have said that they will stop, for 
obvious good reasons, green-field building in 
favour of brown-field sites. 

If this large area of farmland is ‘developed’, 
the loss of food production alone will be huge 
and also permanent. For example, 200 
hectares of typical wheat crops will produce 
about 2,000 tonnes of wheat a year and 20,000 
tonnes in the next 10 years - this is equivalent 
to approximately 40,000,000 standard loaves. 
Then there is the loss of wildlife - including 
barn owls, deer, hares, hedgerow birds, heron, 
mallard, geese, winter grazing swans etc plus 
the complex and balanced environment that 
supports them. When we already have all of 
this, what need is there for a comparatively 
sterile and artificial ‘country park’ on the 
same land? 

Generations of farmers have toiled to produce 
this productive land and the wildlife has 
evolved around the farming seasons in 
harmony - yet ECDC want to destroy all of this 
for the short-term gain from such green-field 
building projects. Also, it is not just the land 
that is built on that is ruined but it is 
additionally detrimental to the surrounding 
countryside plus the damage done by 
necessary infrastructure support; eg more 


roads, more vehicle parks, more light 
pollution, more traffic fumes, and more noise 
etc. 

It is an awful legacy to leave for future 
generations and it would be a commendable 
achievement for ECDC to therefore decide not 
to proceed as planned apart from, maybe, a 
recreational and educational green buffer 
strip between the abrupt boundary of recently 
built housing and the threatened farmland.

Road ‘may have led 
to mum’s death’

ROAD defects may have contributed 
to the death of a devoted mum-of- 
two, an inquest heard. 

Maxine Freeman, 37, died when her 
blue Citreon Xsara veered into the 
path of a lorry, in Queen Adelaide Way, 
Ely 

The tragedy happened on the morn¬ 
ing of Saturday, May 3 - about one- 
and-a-half miles from the junction 
with the A142. 

Mrs Freeman, who lived with her 
husband, Ian, and two young chil¬ 
dren, Daisy and Joshua, in Guntons 
Close, Soham, was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Last Wednesday, an inquest into her 
death was held by William Morris, 
senior coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire. 

The inquest heard the “cracked and 
uneven” surface of Queen Adelaide 
Way, which has since been resurfaced 
by Cambridgeshire County Council, 
could have contributed to Mrs 
Freeman’s death. 

Sgt Gordon Murray, from 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary’s road 
policing unit, said: “I drove along the 
road in both directions following the 
accident.

“The road surface was cracked at the 
point where the collision occurred 
and due to the road being a typical 
Fen road, it was very uneven. At times, 
my steering wheel was being pulled. I 
was concerned.” 

Sgt Murray called county council 
highways and asked for someone to 
attend. 

Warning signs alerting motorists to 


the uneven road surface, and tempo¬ 
rary 40mph speed limit advisory signs 
were put in place prior to the road 
being reopened. 

Pc James Thorne said: “The condi¬ 
tion of the road is a factor when inves¬ 
tigating the cause of this collision, but 
to what extent we do not know. 

“I believe a momentary driving error 
on Mrs Freeman’s behalf, whilst driv¬ 
ing over the uneven surface, is the 
most likely cause.” 

The inquest heard that the driver of 
the HGV, Tomas Kowalski, was driv¬ 
ing in “nothing other than the correct 
manner”, that the weather was fine 
and that there were no faults with 
either vehicle. 

John O’Donnell, a road technician 
for the county council, said there had 
only been one accident on Queen 
Adelaide Way in the immediate vicin¬ 
ity, and that it had not been caused by 
the road surface. 

He said that at the time of the colli¬ 
sion, the council was planning to 
resurface the road in 2015/16, but that 
following the fatality, the work was 
brought forward. He said the work 
was completed a matter of weeks ago 
and that the condition of the road 
would be inspected every year. 

Mr Morris recorded a conclusion of 
death by road traffic collision.

Opposition mounts 
to motocross plans 


MORE than 200 residents have 
signed a petition opposing plans to 
expand a motocross park in Mepal. 

Last October, F-15 MX applied to 
Fenland District Council for plan¬ 
ning permission to develop land at 
Block Fen Drove so that they could 
host motocross racing 114 days a 
year. 

The firm is currently only allowed 
to host motocross racing 28 days a 
year - something which is also prov¬ 
ing controversial, as residents say 
that rule is being breached. 

A decision on the proposals was 
expected in February although plan¬ 
ners have had to keep delaying mak¬ 
ing one due to numerous issues. 

Stephen Barclay, MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, launched the peti¬ 
tion against F-15 MX’s plans. He said: 
“The track has already been used for 
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28 days this year so any further use is 
breaching this rule. “I am disap¬ 
pointed that Fenland District 
Council, who have previously issued 
assurance they would not tolerate a 
breach of this rule, have said they 
were unable to take action to prevent 
this from happening because they 
did not have enough time to act. 

“Whilst the gravel extraction was 
taking place, limited access was 
allowed for just 14 days a year for 
motocross activity, but this was 
always on the basis that it was small 
in scale and temporary. 

“So it is a cause of considerable con¬ 
cern to me that planning applica¬ 
tions have now been made which 
firstly risk breaking the assurances 


given to restore the land, and which 
secondly massively expand the moto¬ 
cross activity from 14 to up to 114 
days a year, which would have a dev¬ 
astating impact on the local habitat 
and quality of life of residents.” 

A council spokesman said the plan¬ 
ning committee is expected to make 
a decision in December. He said: “We 
have received an application for tem¬ 
porary planning permission for a 
period of five years for the use of the 
site for motocross activities. That 
application is currently being consid¬ 
ered. 

“We are aware of the operations 
which have been taking place on the 
site in relation to the motocross use 
and are currently monitoring the sit¬ 
uation in the context of the planning 
regulations.” Nobody from F-15 MX 
was available to comment. 


Man, 86, hit by 
train is named 

AN elderly man who died when he 
was hit by a train in Littleport has 
been named as Roy Neal. 

A spokesman for British Transport 
Police said that Mr Neal, 86, lived in 
the town. 

The incident happened close to 
the Sandhill crossing, in Victoria 
Street, at around 1.30pm on 
Tuesday. 

The spokesman said: “The inci¬ 
dent is not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious. 

“The Rail Accident Investigation 
Branch has been informed. 

“A file will be prepared for the 
coroner.” 


Station revamp 

NEW cycle shelters look set to be built at 
Ely railway station. 

Bosses at Network Rail have applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council for 
planning permission to erect new covered 
and uncovered cycle shelters to accommo¬ 
date a total of 360 bicycles. 

Train operator, Abellio Greater Anglia, is 
also currently upgrading the subway at the 
station. The subway is being clad in special 
aluminium powder-coated panels to 
improve its appearance and make it easier 
to clean and maintain. 

The £150,000 scheme, funded through 
the National Stations Improvement 
Programme, will also see new lighting 
being fitted, which the company says will 
make it safer and smarter. The decision on 
the cycle shelters lies with the council. 


Former chaplain 
to appear in court 

A FORMER police chaplain was 
due to appear in court yesterday 
charged with making and pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of chil¬ 
dren and perverting the course 
of justice. 

Stephen Talbot, 62, of Main 
Street, Little Downham, is the 
former chaplain for 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
and was based at force head¬ 
quarters in Huntingdon. 

He resigned from his role on 
Wednesday, October 1 and was 
arrested the same day.

Number of 
Bewick 
swans is 
crashing 

THE UK’s smallest and rarest 
swan has suffered an 
alarming crash in numbers, 
according to new data 
released by the Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust (WWT). 

In some winters, the Ouse 
Washes and the WWT at 
Welney receive up to 30 per 
cent of the entire population of 
the Northwest European 
Bewick swan. 

According to the WWT, more 
than a third of Bewick swans 
that winter in Europe have 
disappeared since 1995, when 
the total population peaked at 
29,000. 

The latest figures show that, 
by 2010, there were just 
18,000 left. 

WWT’s head of UK waterbird 
conservation, Eileen Rees, 
said: “We have two possible 
solutions: to find out and 
address what’s hampering 
breeding, and to reduce the 
number of preventable deaths 
along their migration route. 
Much work is under way 
already, but we need to do it 
all if we’re to change the 
fortune of our most beautiful 
swan.” 

Scientists say numerous 
factors are threatening the 
birds, including illegal hunting, 
lead poisoning and power 
lines.

A group of dogs in Ely are 
proving that they really are 
man’s best friend by helping 
those in need. 

EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM meets 
the team - both four-legged 
and two-legged - behind the 
K9 Project. 


I T’S a sunny Monday morning 
and, tails wagging and eyes 
smiling, two beautiful pooches 
called Cassie and Billy have come 
bounding over to me to say hello, 
pressing their damp noses into 
my hands as I bend down for a 
stroke. Now that’s a lovely way to 
start the week. 

The furry pair are two of six 
dogs owned by Chris Kent, 
a former social worker who 
now runs a heart-warming 
organisation. 

Called the K9 Project, it helps 


people of all ages to change their 
lives for the better - whether they 
have mental health problems, are 
struggling at school or can’t bear 
to leave the house - with a litde 
help from man’s best friend. 

“Dogs are non-judgemental: 
they don’t care whether you’re fat 
or thin, or can read and write, or 
are rich or poor. It’s of no interest 
to them whatsoever, as long as 
you can give them a cuddle,” says 
Chris. 

“If you’ve got a group of young 
people who even by the age 


of about 10 think that they’re 
complete rubbish, and that 
they’ve got nothing to offer, for a 
dog to come in and go ‘Yay! You’re 
wonderful! I’m so pleased to see 
you today!’ it just makes them feel 
good, because often that’s what 
they’re not getting.” 

Chris, who lives in Wilburton 
with her husband Kevin, stumbled 
across the idea “by accident” back 
in 2008, while befriending a boy 
with special needs in a residential 
home. “He was a big lad; he was 
chucking his weight about with 


the staff, and they wanted to find 
something positive for him to do, 
so he started coming out dog¬ 
walking with me.” 

One of her pets is a feisty Staffie 
called Ruby, “and he liked her, 
so we started helping him learn 
about his behaviour by looking at 
the dog. 

“She was a bit over-excitable at 
the time; she used to play-fight 
and would bully some of the other 
dogs, and he was a bully with the 
staff and the other kids. So we 
helped him learn to manage his 
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behaviour by saying: ‘How 
can we help Ruby not hurt the 
other dogs, and calm down? 
Because she doesn’t mean it’.” 

Chris devised some 
worksheets for the boy, “and 
there was a huge change in 
him. Suddenly I thought ‘Ooh, 
I could do this! So that was the 
seed of the idea.” 

Today the 59-year-old 
takes the dogs to schools 
and youth groups all 
over Cambridgeshire, 
predominantly to teach the 
young people about animal 
welfare, but subdy giving out 
messages about teamwork, 
kindness and respect along 
the way. 

“We often have the most 
difficult bunch of kids - all 
these kids who sit in isolation 
all day - and they’ll send us 
10 of them together, so it’s 
normally quite good fun! 

They start working together, 
and being confident 
around dogs helps them 
to be confident in other 
situations.” 

Chris also runs a 
programme - Take the 
Lead - for adults with 
issues ranging from social 
anxiety to mental health 
problems: “It’s about building 
confidence, getting people 
out of the house - we have a 
lot of people who don’t leave 
the house - so the dogs are 
the hook to get them in,” she 
says. “We start learning about 
the dogs, what we like about 
the dogs, what dogs need, and 
then what we need as people.” 

And no-one, she says, 
breaks down barriers better 
than our canine friends. 
“They’re fun and they’re 
‘hands on’, so it gives you 
something to do if you’re 
nervous. You’ve got dogs to 
stroke, dogs to talk to, dogs to 
talk about... 

“And we know the science 
behind it: stroking a dog 
lowers your blood pressure 
and reduces your heart rate, 
and eye contact with a dog 
produces oxytocin, the feel¬ 
good chemical. Lots of people 
don’t like eye contact, so if 
you can start having contact 
with a dog, you get a rush of 


oxytocin - and so do they, it’s 
mutually beneficial! - and 
then maybe you can start 
practising having eye contact 
with people, and getting the 
same feeling of connection.” 

Chris’s pooches range from 
a tiny hyperactive Jack Russell 
called Izzy to a huge bull 
mastiff cross Rottweiler, Taz. 
And they’re all rescue dogs: 
beautiful border collie Billy 
was retrieved from the pound 
on the day he was due to be 
put down. 

“Billy’s a lovely metaphor 
because he’s had such a bad 
start,” says Chris. “He was 
probably born in a shed in the 
middle of nowhere, because 
he’s very frightened of people

and extremely frightened of 
noise. But he’s grown a lot in 
confidence, and has had a 
richer life than he would’ve 
done if he’d just lived with a 
family.” 

Meanwhile Cassie, a super¬ 
gentle mongrel, was thrown 
out of a moving car as a pup; 
Chris has had her since she 
was 12 weeks old. “Cassie is 
the most intuitive out of all of 
them. She will go to people 
that need her to go to them; 
she’ll trot off after people if 
they’re upset.” 

As well as the workshops 
and group sessions, for 
nearly a year Chris has been 
running the K9 Cafe at the 
Ely Cathedral Centre (who 
very generously only charge 
the K9 gang a pittance). Every 
Thursday from 10am to noon, 
the doors open for tea and 
coffee - and, of course, doggy 


treats. 

Some people come to 
socialise their dogs, others 
because they can’t have a pet 
and fancy a canine cuddle, 
“but most people that come 
have an issue of one sort or 
another. We set the K9 Cafe 
up because we didn’t have 
funding to do anything else, 
and it was the cheapest 
possible way of giving people 
the opportunity to stay in 
touch.” 

Is it carnage, with all the 
dogs? “It can be a bit!” she 
laughs. “But most of them are 
good.” 

Chris’s dream is to have 
their own venue, “where we 
can run the cafe and some 
groups. We’ve won loads of 
awards, but there’s nowhere 
to put them up! Our own 
venue would give us a sense 
of our own identity, but it’ll 
only happen if I got a really 
big lottery funding grant, or 
somebody donated me a 
shop...” 

But for the moment, she’s 
happy just giving a helping 
hand - and several helping 
paws - to those who need 
it the most. “It’s fabulous. 
There’s always someone doing 
well, and I love to see the 
dogs with a sense of purpose, 
because a lot of dogs just sit 
around at home for 10 hours a 
day doing nothing. If it didn’t 
work for the dogs, I wouldn’t 
do it, but they get something 
from it as well. 

“Everyone’s journey 
is different,” she adds. 

“We’ve got a girl with 
quite substantial learning 
difficulties who comes, but is 
welcomed by everyone else, 
and that’s what makes us 
unique. Normally you have 
separate services for people 
with learning difficulties, 
mental health problems, 
disabilities... but we just bring 
everybody in together, and 
they bond really quickly. 

“I’ve run groups of different 
sorts all of my life, but I’ve 
never seen groups come 
together so quickly as they 
do around the dogs. It just 
works,” she beams. “It’s very, 
very powerful.” 
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A world of contemporary creativity with authentically handmade crafts inspiring 
designs and gift ideas plus wonderfully crafted food and drink.

WHEN John Mayall formed The Bluesbreak- 
ers in 1963, he had no idea he would end up 
being forever labelled as ‘The Godfather of 
British Blues*. 

And now he is undertaking a year-long 
world tour, with the UK leg including a stop 
at Cambridge Corn Exchange. 

Yes, I hear you say, many artists tour the 
world and play the UK. There's nothing spe¬ 
cial in that. But, the thing about John is that 
he's 80 years old and will be 81 in the week 
after the UK tour ends. 

"Age doesn't come into it," he tells me 
from his home in California. "I'm pretty 
healthy and as long as I've got the energy to 
perform, then I will. As long as I can play my 
music, that's the main thing." 

From an early age, John was attracted to 
blues music. "I didn't really have a choice," 
he says. "The Blues is all about expressing 
feelings and I never learned to read or write 
music so I play what I feel." 

The Bluesbreakers provided a 'leg-up' 
to some of this country's greatest guitar 
legends with Eric Clapton, Jack Bruce (who 
went on to form Cream); Mick Fleetwood, 
Peter Green and John McVie (later Fleet- 
wood Mac), Andy Fraser (Free) and Mick 
Taylor (Rolling Stones) all being part of the 
band at one time or another. 

Plenty of prodigious talent there, but does 
anybody stand out? John does not hesitate. 
"Obviously Eric Clapton is the first one that 
drew attention to our work, he was, and is, 
a great player and we shared a love of blues 
music." 


MICHAEL HUTCHINSON grills legendary Blues 
singer John Mayall on his new album and tour¬ 
ing at 80 

Although some great guitarists graced the 
band, it is not John's main instrument. "No," 
he agrees. "The keyboard has always been 
my main instrument, but I tend to spread 
it about. Each song suggests to me what 
instrument I play on it." 

John's current band consists of him¬ 
self, Texan guitarist Rocky Athas and two 
Chicago-born musicians: bassist Greg Rzab 
and drummer Jay Davenport. Together, they 
have recorded A Special Life, John's first stu¬ 
dio album in five years. The album contains 
some new compositions, as well as some old 
blues favourites. 

"Everything I write is about real life," John 
explains. "I feel that I have had a special life 
- hence the title." 

You can expect a smattering of new and 
old tracks spanning his career on the tour, 
which John promises will also be "special". 

"We really do a different show every 
night," he says. "There's so much to choose 
from and they all have special meanings. 
We'll change maybe five songs from night to 
night." 

"Of course, we'll try and include songs 
from the earliest to the latest; it'll be a good 
cross-section and," he adds with a grin. "It'll 
keep the band on its toes."

WE may have had storms and rain, 
but while the ground's workable, 
gardeners should make the most of 
the time they have left to do the jobs 
which will give them a head start next 
year. 

Whether it's revamping your lawn, 
dividing perennials, trimming hedges, 
clearing weeds or preparing the 
greenhouse for winter, you should 
leave no stone unturned if you want 
to get things in order for spring. 

Don't delay in completing these 
tasks: 

■ Plant new trees, shrubs and roses. 
These should benefit from the warm 
soil, which encourages root growth 
to develop quickly. You will need to 
give them a good soak when planting 
initially, but hopefully rain will play a 
part too. Just keep an eye on newly- 
planted specimens and don't allow 
them to dry out if we don't have wet 
weather. The plants should establish 
over the winter, giving you a head 
start for spring. 

■ Revamp your lawn. With all the 
autumn rain we've had, the ground 
will be soft enough to either turf or 
reseed a new lawn, or repair an old

one. If you are laying new turf, good 
preparation is the key, which will 
mean removing weeds and stones, 
digging over the soil adding compost 
or well-rotted farmyard manure and 
incorporating sharp grit on heavy 
soil, and levelling the area off to a 
fine tilth on which to sow seed or lay 
turf. It needs to be kept well watered, 
although the rain should help at this 
time of year, and seed needs to be 
protected from birds with netting, 
elevated by placing shortened twigs 
or canes around the area and secur¬ 
ing the netting to them. 

■ Divide perennials. Now is the 


perfect time to split those plants 
which have become congested while 
they are dormant but before the 
ground becomes too hard to dig 
them out. Perennials which benefit 
from dividing every few years include 
hostas (but you'll need a knife to cut 
through the thick roots), cranesbill 
geranium, montbretia, rudbeckia, 
helenium and aster. You can also 
move plants which aren't happy in 
their allotted space to a spot where 
they may be happier. 

■ Trim hedges, tidying evergreens 
which should remain neat until 
spring. Evergreens should not put on 
much new growth during winter, so 
should save you the job of pruning 
them in spring, when you may risk 
disturbing nesting birds. Deciduous 
shrubs can be pruned into winter. 

■ Weed out the worst culprits. If you 
do a final weed before the peren¬ 
nial weeds disappear for the winter, 
you should hopefully make your 
task lighter when they come back in 
spring. Look out for ground elder, 
couch grass and bindweed, which are 
among the most pernicious weeds 
and try to dig up all the white roots 


which, if left in the ground, will just 
sprout up again next year. 

■ Increase your stock. Take hard¬ 
wood cuttings in late autumn to 
propagate shrubs including roses, 
willows, philadelphus, weigelas and 
dogwoods. Cut woody shoots for the 
base of the current year's growth, 
trim below a leaf joint and remove 
the tip to leave the cuttings 20-30cm 
(8-12in) long. Dip the base into 
hormone rooting powder, make a slit 
trench in a well cultivated but vacant 
area of the garden, push the cuttings 
in vertically, 30cm (12in) apart and 
firm the soil back around them, clos¬ 
ing the trench. Water them in. This 
time next year they may have rooted 
enough to be moved. 

■ Spruce up the greenhouse. If the 
weather's still sunny, there's no better 
time to wash the windows, remove 
the shading, clean the staging and do 
any structural repairs needed. Then 
you can insulate the greenhouse 
with bubble wrap in preparation for 
winter. A cleaner greenhouse may 
encourage you in the coming months 
to sow hardy annuals and perennials 
for the year to come.

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss.

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HOPEFULLY, the queues at 
the nation’s Post Offices have 
now disappeared and we can 
move on to more sensible 
motoring matters, writes Iain 
Dooley. 

It’s a rare day when a new 
government initiative is rolled 
out without a hitch, and the 
day we ditched the paper tax 
disc was not one of those days. 

So, whether you stood and 
fumed inyour local Post Office 

- assuming you still have one 

- or sat and shook your fist at 
the broken DVLA website, 
you were in good - or at 
least populous - company. 
Still, nothing will ever be 
more frustrating than sep¬ 
arating a tax disc from 
those annoying perfora¬ 
tions. 

Good riddance, then, to 
the colourful roundel that 
called the bottom left of 
the windscreen its home. 
And farewell to the sight of 
proper traffic wardens - 
remember them? - walk¬ 
ing along a line of parked 
cars checking for expired 
tax. 

But what happens now? 
We’re in the strange posi¬ 
tion where it’s no longer 
the case that we should 
view the driver of a vehicle 
sans disc as a tax-dogging rot¬ 
ter. 

ANPR, or Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition, is now what 
stands between you and a fine 
for not having purchased VED. 
The once-humble car number 
plate is now the only way of 
identifying a car’s legal status. 

Granted, this has been the 
case for some time, but if you 


don’t like being tracked by a 
nationwide network of cam¬ 
eras, you might as well set fire 
to your driving licence and get 
the bus. 

Far from being on a Big 
Brother scaremongering trip, I 
can’t say I’m terribly happy 
about the path future trans¬ 
port policing is taking. To be 
solely reliant on cameras and 
computers to enforce road tax 
compliance is unsettling. 

The prospect of ‘computer 
says no’ at a roadside stop is 


real. And how many people 
keep insurance, tax and driv¬ 
ing licence details with them 
at all times? Good luck con¬ 
vincing the nice policeman 
that you just paid up online. 

No tax means no car; you’ll 
be walking home if the digital 
discrepancy can’t be resolved 
at the roadside. And no, I’m 
not making it up, as there have 
been numerous cases in 


recent years of legal motorists 
being stopped and inconven¬ 
ienced having had their cars 
impounded. 

For me the bigger issue sur¬ 
rounds privacy, or the lack of 
it. The nation’s ANPR network 
is vast, and connects roadside 
cameras with CCTV sites and 
cameras in police cars to help 
it scan licence plates. 

Do some research and you’ll 
soon see how little oversight 
and transparency exists to 
keep the system in check. 
Drive a car and you’re 
being tracked. Period. 

Now, you can choose not 
to use a supermarket 
reward card or own a 
mobile phone, but I don’t 
remember seeing an opt- 
out check box on my driv¬ 
ing licence renewal form. 

I have nothing to hide but 
that doesn’t mean I have 
nothing to fear. And with 
ANPR technology now the 
primary enforcement tool, 
where are the safeguards 
regarding accuracy and 
reliability? Who is watch¬ 
ing the watchers? 

No, I don’t own a tin hat 
but I do have genuine con¬ 
cerns. Even at a basic level, 
if the DVLA can’t stop its 
website from crashing what 
hope is there that more impor¬ 
tant systems are suitably 
robust? 

Oh, and one more thing: 
number plate cloning. We’ve 
all read stories about people 
receiving parking fines in the 
post from places they’ve never 
visited thanks to another car 
using cloned plates. If you 
think that’s not going to get
